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a. Herewith record of conversation between Col, URUKHANOV - 
Lt, Col, BRAY at the Soviet Mission BAD OBYNHAUSEN on 11 Sept, 46, 
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RECORD OF CONVERSATION AT A MEETING BEIWEEN 
Lt Col. F.R.C. BRAY and Gol. BRUKHANOV (Head 
of Staff - RUSSIAN REPATRIATION MISSION) at 


18.00 hrs. on 11 Sept. 46. 


The subject I have come to talk about to-day has nothing 
to do with D.Ps. I have been asked to come to-day by 
the Deputy Chief of Staff, 


As you have visited me only once before you mst have a 
special question to ask, 


Yes! I have come to talk to you about Operation 
"“SWATLOW" which name you may or may not mow of, fou 
will remember that in the POTSDAM Agreement of May 1945, 
it was agreed thai the German minorities should be 
expelled from POLAND, CZECHOSLOVAKIA, AUSTRIA and - 
HUNGARY, At the Control Council Meeting in November 
1945, it was agreed that the four zones of GERMANY 
should receive these expellees, 


GERMANS being expelled and distributed amongst the four 
zones? I know nothing about that Agreement, whatsoever? 


I should like to explain what I am leading up tO eeesseee 
the British Zone's share of GERMANS is 15 udllions, 

In February this year, after a Conference with the 
RUSSIANS and POLES, it was agreed to make a start to 
accept these 1¢ millions into the British Zone, This is 
what is called Operation "SWALLON", 

Movement of these GERMANS actually began on the 26th 
February, By the middle of August, it was seen that the 
absorption capacity of the British Zone had very nearly 
reached complete saturation and therefore it was necessary 
for the Commander-in-Chief to order that the rate of 
acceptance should be reduced from 21 trains per week to 

2 per week. This infomation was passed to the POLES and 
the rate of 2 trains, one to be received from STETTIN to 
LUBECK and the other from KOBLFURT to HELMSTED, came into 
effect, so far as the British Authorities are concerned, on 
the 5th September. Since the 5th September, the POLES 
have not kept to this Agreement of 2 trains per week, and 
to-day 8 trains have arrived and been accepted into the 
British Zone, 

In view of this, the Comeander-in-Chief has ruled that we 
will refuse to accept any trains other than the 2 per week 
agreed upon, ani we are prepared to use force in order to 
prevent them caning into the british Zone, . 

T have come here to request the help and co-operation of 
our Soviet Allies in maintaining our Agreement, of only 
receiving 2 trains per week across the Soviet/Dritish 
Frontier, ani I would like to ask you to contact your 
gonal Boundary Officers ani those officers in charge of 
Soviet train movement, ani to ask them to co-operate and 
stop any further expellee trains that try to cross into 
the British Zone, I wish to stress that we are not 
closing the British Zone to expellees but are only keeping 
to the Agreement, I have, therefore, been asked to . . 
contact you and infom you of these facts ami ask if you 
ean do anything to approach the various Soviet Officers, 
Is there anything that you would like to ask about this? 


Firstly, this is a Mission with limited powers and only 
deals with repatriation, and it is clear that I cannot 


- decide any questions like this, 
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i should be very crateful if you could take it up 
with the appropriate officers, 


The question of bringing GERMANS from POLAND is. 
controlled by the POLES from their side, 


Trains that come into the British Zone come through 
Russian territory, 


I do not know many Soviet Officers are connected 
with these trains becaise I do not know of any 
agreement, I could pass your request on by 
telephone to the appropriate officers, 


I should be very glad if you would, 


The next post to BERLIN is going on the 16th or 17th, 
I do not know to what extent Soviet Officers are 
connected with these trains coming through Soviet 
territory but I will do what I can and certainly pass 
on your request, \ 
From my own side I would Like to do the following :- 
Yesterday the Official Soviet Military arrived, It 
will be occupying itself with general questions, 
excluding repatriation, They will probably have 4 
mech wider scope for dealing with questions of this 
type. ‘his Mission is in BAD SALZUFLEN,. 


Do you think it better to put this question to the 
Military Mission? 


May be, but as this Mission has only just arrived, the 
General has not yet made all the necessary contacts, 


I should be very glad if you could make enquiries on 
my behalf, % 


I am going to see the General to-day or tomorrow aml 
will pass on your request, 

A '*Polish Agreenent is a Polish Agreement’ and I 
represent Soviet Forces of Occupation in GERUANY, 


I only came to ask your help once the trains had 
reached the Soviet Zone, 


All I have to say is that you cas to see me andi I an 
passing on the request, but I cannot tell you what 
sort of help that will be; that any will be given, or 
that it will be done, but I will try through all the 
channels of conmnication, 

Have you spoken to the POLES about this? 


No! I am only concerned with asking your help when 
the trains reach the Soviet Zone, 


I will contact two officers, one in LUBECK ani on in 
VOLSHEIM, (that is where my transitional points are) 
so that they can communicate with the Soviet side and 
pass your request on, i will do this tomorrow, 

This is what I can do and nothing more,
